Mr. Camp said that excessive freight 
rates were only a minor or a secondary 
|cause of the high cost of living. The 
freight rates, of course, increase the 
price of foodstuffs, he declared, but only 
slightly as compared with other causes. 
| He cited the jobber who sells to the re- 
tailer. The former makes a profit in 
|the neighborhood of 10 per cent on all 


he handles. Under the present method 
|of distribution this is legitimate and 
necessary. But if Georgia farmers 


turned their attention to foodstuffs they 
coulda ship directly to the retailer, he 
said, and the jobber would go out of 
business to a great extent. 

According to Mr: Camp tha,complex- 
ities of our modern Civilizafion have 
greatly complicated the distribution of 
many farm products. Cities that are 
far from the source of supply are forced 
to pay much more for their goods than 
those nearby. In some instances certain 
produce passes through five hands be- 
fore it finally reaches its ultimate des- 
tination. This is the case in Atlanta, he 
said. 

“Staples are grown many miles from 
here in other states. They are purchas- 
ed fro mthe farmers by contractors who 
buy by bid; they go to qa buying job- 
ber, then are turned over to the rail- 
roads. When they arrive here another 
jobber takes them, sells them to the re- 
tailer, and, finally, they reach the con- 
sumer. The latter has paid each of the 
men who have handled the goods. The 
cost has increased each time they were 
sold.” 

With Georgia farms producing enough 
for local needs this would be different, 
Mr. Camp thinks. The foodstuffs would 
be in many instances sold by the farmer 
direct to the retailer. There would be 
|only one or two profits for the ultimate 
conhsumer—the people—to pay.

PRISONER WHO HUNTED {CITIZENSHIP CONGRESS 
PRISONERS 1S PAROLED) 10 OPEN FRIDAY NIGHT 


Opening Address ‘Will Be De-} 


Good. Work of Romie Williams 
as Trusty Gets Him Parole. 
and Nice Salary 


Romie Williams, sentenced in Tift 
county in 1906 to serve ten years for 
manslaughter, was parold Thursday by 
Governor Slaton upon recommendation 
by the prison commission which dated 
back to two years ago. Governor Brown 
during his term in office declined to pa- 
| role the man. 

Because he has proven himself so use- 
ful as a trusty in the Rockdale county 
Bang, and because he has been so_suc- 
cessful in catching other convicts who 
| eseaped, the county commissioners of 
Rockdale will employ Williams and pay 
him a salary for continuing to do the 
work that he has been doing without pay 
as a convict. His parole makes him a 
protege of W. J. Eakes, chairman of the 
Rockdale commission. 


A point of law is said to have been re- 
sponsible for Williams’ conviction, 
rather than any fact. There was but 
one witness, a woman. Both sides con- 
ceded the facts that she related. She 
told that Williams and Thompson, the 
man*“whom he killed afterward, got into 
a quarrel over some trivial matter, and 
Williams went away. Some time later 
he returned alone with a rifle in his 
hand. Thompson saw him approaching, 
and opened fire on him with a revolver, 
emptying his gun while Williams re- 
turned the fire. Thompson staggered 
into the house and died. The point of 
law was that when Williams came back 
with a gun he became a guilty man, 
whatever his intentions were; and that 
his act in so doing relieved Thompson 
from the blame for having fired the first 
shot. 

Williams lay in jail for a couple of 
years, and finally was convicted of man- 
slaughter in the superior court of Tift 
county. Attorney T. R. Perry, of Syl- 
vester, worked manfully in all of the 
courts and finally at the capitol itself, 
to get him free. But in the end the in- 
terest taken by the Rockdale county 
commissioners won the fight. 

“This man Williams can be trusted 
absolutely,” they told the governor. 
“Several times he has ranged many 
miles away. from us on his hunt for es- 
eaped convicts. Two or three times he 
has been away all night. He has de- 
veloped an untsual knack for just that 
sort of work with the bloodhounds.” 

Moreover, the commissioners believed 
that Williams was only technically 
guilty. Also, he had nearly completed 
the service of his sentence. A number 
of other people interested in the case 
—the trial jurors, and others—joined in 
the petition for clemency. Williams has 
a wife and four children, for whom he 
now ‘will be able to earn a livelihood. 


NEGRO GIRLS HELD ON 
CHARGE OF. PERJURY 


Pearl West and Hattie Williams, two 
negro girls, who live on Hilliard street, 
“went back” Thursday on a story they 
had told in the recorder’s: court and 
as a result both have been placed. un- 
der arrest, charged with perjury. 

On September 5, 8. M. Medley, an 
aged white man, was suddenly attacked 
by a negro on Decatur street and so 
seriously stabbed that he spent several 
days in the Grady hospital. He did not 
recognize his assailant, but the two ne- 
gro girls declared that Will Bradley, 
who was escorting them on a tour of 
Decatur street, had exhibited his prow- 
ness by stabbing the aged man, and they 
so swore in the recorder’s court. 

Thursday Bradley was arraigned in 
the city criminal court, and found not 
guilty, when the two girls “‘went. back” 
on their stories, saying that they lied 
in the recorder’s court, 

Solicitor Lowry Arnold, convinced

Here’s Exact Size of 
Red Cross Emblem of 


War on Tuberculosis 


A special committee 
ef the National Assso- 
elation for the Study 
and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis, of which Dr. 
Henry Barton Jacobs, ot 
Baltimore, is chairman, 
announces the exact 
proportions of the dou- 

ble red cross, the interna- 
tional tuberculosis emblem, 
which have been adopted 
for use in the United 
States. Every organization 
or institution dealing with 
tuberculosis will be urged 
to use the emblem in its correct pro- 
portions. 

Although the double red cross was 
adopted for use in the United States in 
1906 as the symbol of the crusade 
against tuberculosis, no effort was made 
to standardize the shape or proportions, 
with the result that hundreds of dif- 
ferently formed emblems are now being 
used in this country. After a year of 
study of the history and artistic merits 
of all of the designs available, the Na- 
tional association has finally chosen one 
in ‘which all of the arms are pointed, 
the two cross-arms being of the same 
length, The width of the cross is tak- 
en as the unit in determining the pro- 
portions. The length of the lower leg is 
7 units; the arms are 3 units on either 
side; the point above the arms, 21-2 
units, and the distance between the 
arms, 21-2 units. These measurements 
hold good for any size. 

The double red cross was first adopt- 
ed as the symbol of the International 
Anti-Tuberculosis association in Berlin, 
in. October, 1902. The proposer of the 
symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron, of Paris, 
who is now associate secretary of L’As- 
sociation Centrale Francaise Contre la 
Tuburculose. Today the emblem is be- 
ing used by anti-tuberculosis workers 
in every part of the world, even in Ice-~ 
land, India, South Africa, Labrador, Ja- 
pan, China and the Philippines. The 
double red cross is similar in shape to 
@ cross used frequently in the Greek 
Catholic churches, and also to the Lor- 
raine Cross of France. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti- 
tuberculosis associations and commit- 
tees, nearly 650 sanitariums and hos- 
pitals; 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open air schools, besides a number of 
other organizations, are using the double 
red cross as their emblem. Wherever it 
is seen, it means war against tubercu- 
losis.

OVERLOOK REAL WINNER 


OF THE ATLANTA FLAG 


Appearing in the current issue of the 
Westminster Magazine will be a most 
interesting article concerning the recent 
Southern league pennant race. It deals 
with the season from an angle never 
before touched upon by a_ sporting 
writer and is addressed to the sporting 
editors of Atlanta. 

Here is the article in full as writen 
in the form of an open letter by Mr. 
Thornwell Jacobs: 

“From among the thouSands of fans 
who have enjoyed the excellence of your 
sporting pages during the past months 
I am writing to ask you a question, I 
have it in my mind to suggest to you 
that you have inadvertently done an 
injustice to one who might be callea 
tne father of our good baseball, ana 
who is certainly as much interested. in 
the progress and. development of the 
sport locally as any. persOn that you 
may be able to name. This year, par- 
ticularly, he has done a service to all 
those who enjoy the game that has 
never been rendered by any one before 
and that makes the labors of all others 
seem small in comparison. Knowing 
the spirit of fair play in which you 
have always treated those who, take a 
leading part in sporting affairs, I be- 
lieve that when the facts are called to 
your attention you will see that jus- 
tice has not been done this friend of 
the game. 

“Consider what has happened this 
year. It is universaily admitted that 
there never has been such an interest- 
ing pennant race. All lovers of base- 
ball have watched the progress of it, 
fascinated by its development. As we 
look back on it now, we know that 
there has never been a single unimpor- 
tant moment, so that every second of 
every game has been (had we but fore- 
seen how close the race was to be) a 
crisis in the winning of it, and I main- 
tain that the party of whom I am 
writing has done more to keep the con- 
test full of interest and excitement than 
any half dozen other men connected 
with it. And as to the thrilling finish, 
with the facts of which all the fans 
are familiar, he was responsible almost 
alone for the whole thing. And see 
how perfectly he did it. After letting 
all of the clubs hope for a triumph, he 
left one of them with a bare possibility 
of finishing first, practically saying to 
them ‘If you will exhibit all the. quali- 
ties that make up ideal manhood— 
courage, pluck, hope, faith, love, perse- 
véerancé, gameness, determination, tem- 
perance, g60d humor, and every other

ble moment of disappointment when, in

virtue—you may have the prize.” ‘Pn 
the millions of sport ‘lovers sat back 
and watched the most spectacular pen- 
nant race ever staged in this country. 
They saw a team exhibit a faith and a 
courage fitting to be made the subject 
of editorial, oration and sermon. Came 
the famous double-header on Saturday 
preceding the last great weék, when 
Mobile lost her two games and Atlanta 
won her two. In the days that fol- 
lewed they did the utterly impossible 
thing. Do you remember the excitement 
that followed the first two games with 
Mobile? And do you recall that horri- 


zelman’s thrilling game was tied? 
seemed a disapointment, did it not? 
Yet, in the light of after events, we 
kpow that it was his plan to carry the 
interest right on down to the very last 
game of the very last series, so that the 
whole world of sport lovers might see 
him crown as winners not a baseball 
club, but a collection of virtues. 

“During all this time I have been 
looking for the name of the party in 
yeur columns, and it has not been men- 
tioned. I have often chanced upon the 
names of Bisland, of Agler, of Smith, 
of Long and of all the rest of that 
superb body of players who formed the 
Atlanta team. Frequent mention has 
been made of the excellent services 
rendered by the officers of the associa- 
tion. No fielder, out or in, has been 
able to make evén a moderately good 
record that you eagle-eyed editors: have 
not commented upon it. Every interest- 
ing feature of every game has found a 
Place in your columns. Yet HE has 
not. He arranged the schedule in its 
completeness and balanced it to a nicety 
down to the last game of the season. 
He brought you the players of whom 
pyou boasted, the attendancé that was 
your pride. He was present at every 
game to see that all his plans, which 
he had laid for the delight of millions 
of men and women, should be carried 
out completely. He had whole cities 
on tiptoes of expectation. He added 
thereto the noises of the multitudes, ths 
ecnfusion of horns and the babel of 
brass bands. He hung the hopes of 
the hundreds for a whole wéek on the 
possibilities of a single or a bobble 
or a long fly. 

“Now, I say that a pérson who will 
do such a thing as that without reward 
other than the joy of the doing of it 
deserves better treatment at the hands 
of our sporting editors than he has re-

Having disposed of 
his imaginary opponent, Welsh said to- 
day, he will demand Ritchie's forfeit, 
proclaim himself world’s champion and 
set in motion legal machinery to obtain 
damages from Ritchie for several ré- 
munerative matches Welsh declares he 
has lost through waiting for the cham- 
pion. 

This is the British boxer’s announced 
program for Saturday: 

Weigh in 2:15 p. m. at 135 pounds; 
hop threugh the ropes at the arena an 
hour later, shadow fight an imaginary 
Ritchie, land an imaginary knockout; 
declare himself world’s champion; visit 
his lawyers and make a claim for the 
$2,500 forfeit money. 

Ritchie's forfeit was posted as a 
check on which he stopped payment be- 
fore he left for San Francisco.

* DECLARES CITY HAS 


HAMPERED SEWER WORK’ 


Chairman Shelby Smith Takes! 
Shot at Quillian and 
Ashley 


That the county board has taken up 
the sewer work, as promised the city. 
at the earliest possible moment and 
that it has been delayed in this work 
as the result of the failure of the city 
promptly to furnish the materials, is 
the statement of Chairman Shelby Smith 
in discussing the criticisms of Chair- 
man Fletcher A. Quillian, of the bond 
commission, and Councilman Claude L. 
Ashley. 

“As a matter of fact," said Chairman 
Smith, “the county has been devoting 
almost its entire time and attention to 
city work for the last eighteen months. 
We have shaped up Marietta street clear 
out to the river, opened Moreland ave- 
nue, regraded and repaved Ivy street, 
repaved Peachtree street from Sixth 
street clear out to the DeKalb county 
line and are now putting down a smooth 
pavement on Georgia avenue. 

“But all that aside, the statement 
that the county has done nothing on 
the sewer work is entirely erroneous. 
We will finish within the next two or 
three days the north end of the High- 
land avenue sewer, a distance of 1,000 
to 1,200 feet, so as to be able this win- 
ter to open up Forrest avenue and put 
an underpass under the Southern rail- 
way. 

“If Mr. Quillian and the city had 
looked .after the matter of supplying 
the stone and materials, we would al- 
ready have completed the eastern end 
of the Highland avenue sewer. But as 
a matter of fact they have delayed us 
six days within the last two weeks, on 
account of not having supplied the nec- 
essary materials. 

“The engineer for the city told me 
today that Mr. Quillian had not been 
on the job since it was started. The 
engine for the rock crushed has never 
been delivered to the county, and, I un- 
derstand it is still in some warehouse 
in the city. I am told that the stone bin 
is being loaded on a car today at the 
Peachtree creek plant to be shipped to us. 

“The public can hardly realize what 
an immense fob there is on this High- 
land avenue sewer. It is a trunk sewer 
approximately 8 1-2 by 8 1-2 feet’ in 
dimensions, and 9,000 feet long. The 
county has been compelled to open the 
sewer ditch through Piedmont park to 
the intercepting sewer, a distance of 
2,000 fet, and 700 feet of this went 
through solid rock, showing a face of 
about six feet. We have excavated on 
the south side of Tenth street for the 
trunk sewer up to the junction of High- 
land avenue and Butler street. 

Speaking of the charge of friction 
between the board and Superintendent 
Donaldson, Chairman Smith said: 

“There is no reasonable foundation 
for any such charge as that. There 
are at times differences of opinion as 
to how a particular piece of work should 
be done, as is always the case in enter- 
prises of that sort. But Captain Don- 
oldson is the county superintendent, 
and while we leave many things to his 
jvdgment, when the committe or the 
board decides. upon a definite policy, 
Captais Donaldson always carries it out 
in direct compliance with their instruc- 
tions.”

Huerta’s Statement Defied in 
That Ships Still Patrol 
Mexic. Waters 


(By Associated Préss.) ts 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—American 
battleships probably will remain © in 


Mexican waters, despite General Huer- 


ta’s declaration that they will be un- 
welcome after another month. There 
Was no official expression of this gov- 
ernmént’s attitude today, but it was 


plainly indicated that the United States 
will keep its vessels off the Mexican 
Pacific coast and Atlantic coast as long 


as the present insecurity of Americans 
warrants. 
It was pointed out that in interna- 


tional law the United States clearly has 
a right to protect its nationals in a 
foreign country where internal disorders 
prevail and to that end may dispatch 
warships to ports where American in- 
terests demend protection. 

Within the iast year American ships 
also have been dispatched on such mils- 
sions to ports in Nicaragua, Venezuela 
and the Dominican republic, where rev- 
olution or threatened revolt made Ameri- 


cans apprehensive of their interests. 
Visits from vessels of the Asiatic fleet 
have calmed the fears of Americans 


in the Chinese revolutionary districts. 

It was pointed out today that Ameri- 
can warships.in Mexican waters would 
continue to adhere strictly to the in- 
junction of President Huerta" not to 
“entail an attack upon the dignity and 
sovereignty of Mexico,” but further 
than that it is not likely that the Wil- 
son administration will accept dictation 
from Huerta as to the circumstances 
in which American vessels may lie off 
the Mexican coast.

IMPEACHMENT ARTICLES. 

The eight articles of impeachment 
voted against Governor Sulzer by the 
assembly are in substance: 

That he filed with the secretary of 
state a false statement of his receipts 
and other monetary transactions dur- 
ing his gubernatorial campaign. 

That he committed perjury in this 
statement. 

That he bribed witnesses to with- 
hold testimony from the legislative 
committee which investigated his cam- 
paign accounts. 

That he suppressed

That he dissuaded a witness, Fred- 
erick L. Colwell, from attending under- 
subpena, the committee’s sessions. 

That he committed larceny in spec- 
ulating in stocks with money and 
checks contributed for his campaign. 

That as governor he threatened to 
use his office and influence to affect 
the vote of certain public officers. 

That while governor he corruptly 
used his authority to affect prices of 
Securities on the New York stock 
exchange, in some of which securities 
he was at the time interested.
